USSR PRESSES FOR CONFERENCE, CLAIMS NATO SEEKING NEW BASES 


Moscow comment. continues to focus on the proposal in the 22) Aupgunt 
soviet Government statement for an enlarged conference on Cyprus 

fn the UN framework, dentpned to wrest. the problem from the "NATO 
family." Moscow has in effect acknowledged the proposal's cool 
reception fn the West, LZVESTIYA on the 27th calling for "vipttance 
and a resolute rebuff" to force opposed to the Soviet luftflative, 
It han also hinted at. the possibility the inftlative wilt fatt: 
PRAVDA on the 28th reported Greek plans to ralse the Cyprus question 
at the forthcoming UN General Ansembly If the Soviet: proposal "1s 
not supported by other states"; Moscow has thus far not expressed 
an optnfon on this tdea. 


Even-handedly sympathizing with the suffering of both Greck 
Cypriots and Turkifsh Cypriots, Soviet media have charged that 

any solutfon to the problem fs being held jealously in NATO 

hands while the disinterested Soviet proposal has been blocked 

by those countrics, particularly the United States. Moscow had 
reported Ecevit's preference for the Geneva talks, but has played 
down the Turkish rejection of the Soviet initlative while emphasizing 
"NATO"--primarLly U.S.--opposition. But Moscow has not explained 
Washington's position, merely asserting, in an Arabic-language 
Radio Peace and Progress commentary on the 29th, that it is based 
on "fear of secing its shameful role in Cyprus unveiled." The 
statement came In the context of standard charges of a "colontalist 
consplracy" in the castern Mediterranean ultimately aimed against 
the Arab world. 


SPECULATION ON Exploiting the uncertainty about the fate of 
NATO FACILITIES NATO facilities in Greece following Athens! 
withdrawal from the military structure of the 
alliance, Moscow has speculated on NATO plans to fill the gap. 
Following initial Soviet reaction to Suggestions that Israel might 
offer facilities to the United States,* RED STAR on “% September, as 
reported by TASS, claimed that three countries had emerged as 
suitable replacements for Greece in NATO's "feverish search" for 
new bases--Italy, Turkey and Israel. Narrowing down the choices,

An earlier RED STAR article, by Gavrflov and Virogradov on 25 Aupunt, 
Implicttly underlined a question of prime concern to Moscow in the 
bases (ssue--freedom of passage through the Dardanelles. The article 
repeated=-wilth a notable additfon--a standard "proximity" formula 

in asserting that the signif fcance of bases on Greek terrltory was 
determined, in the optinfon of the NATO command, by thelr proximity 

to the borders of the svuclalist countries "and the Black Sea straits," 
as well ag to Arab countries. Such a specific mention of the straits 
in this formulation is highly unusual, if not untque. RED STAR 

made no reference to Turkey, and the possibility of a Turkish NATO 
base has appeared only Infrequently in other comment. A Drobkov 
article {fn PRAVDA on 29 August quoted without comment a statement 
attributed to the Washington POST that {tn order to compensate for 

the consequences of Greece's decistlon to withdraw from the NATO 
military structure, ft would be necessary to expand NATO bases in 
Italy "and there also ‘arises the question of the advisability of 
creating new bases in Turkey." PRAVDA also claimed that NATO was 
seriously considering the possibility of "using some part of the 
territory of Cyprus" tor its "militarist purposes." 


Soviet comment in general has focused more on [Italy as a primary 
candidate for enlarged NATO facLllities. Moscow has noted reports 

of U.S. deliveries of military equipment to the island of Lampedusa. 
And an Itallan-language Moscow broadcast on the 30th, claiming 
increased fascist activity in Italy, declared that the transfer of 
bases to that country would not only aggravate the general atmosphere 
in the Mediterranean but would also be "dangerous for the internal 
situation in Italy in view of the historical precedent in Greece, 
where a reactionary regime was put in power with the brutal inter- 
ference of NATO." PRAVDA commentator Vladimir Yermakov repeated 

the theme the following day, charging that NATO bases "are becoming 
the sources which give material support to subversive fascist forces" 
within member-states.

MOSCOW SEES MIXED TRENDS, STRESSES WRCSPECTS FUR PFACE 


In oa varfety of reporta and comment on U.S, developments over 

the past week, Moscow has continued to project the attitude of 
caut tous optimism tt evinced In tte fnlthal assesnments of the 
Ford Administration. PRAVDA gave ao stratghtforward account of 
President Ford's preas conference on 30 August, noting Lts con- 
centration on domestic matters but strenaning the President's 
positive remarks on the U.S. preparation for SALT Tl. Considerable 
comment was devoted to the Senate approval of a record peacetime 
defense budget, and although much of ft was negative some of it 
professed to see grounds for optimism in the growlng opposstiLon 
to military expenditures purportedly mantiested by public opinion 
and prominent politteal ¢igures, in the meantime, there was 
evidence of a renewal of the hawk-dove controversy in the Soviet 
Unton, with RED STAR and PRAVDA taking sharply opposing positions 
on the appropriate goals for Soviet policy. 


A common feature of much of the comment was the assertion that 
U.S. public opinion and prominent political figures were firmly 
committed to the goals of detente. An article in IZVESTIYA on 

28 August, for example, quoted Elmer Staats, Comptroller General 
of the United States, as saying that the American people had 
become distrustful of the Defense Department because, ase IZVESTIYA 
put it, they felt that it was pursuing policies inconsistent with 
the current international situation. ‘The article quoted Senator 
Brooke as saying that the quest for security should be based 

not only on military measures but on “continuing efforts within 
the framework of the SALT talks." Lt also quoted Secretary 
Kissinger's statement in a 20 August speech questioning the 
utility of secking security through a constant buildup of strategic 
forces, Such an effort, it quoted him as saying, "will lead only 
to a new balance at higher levels of complexity and risk." This 
article and others noted the impact of deteriorating eccnomic 
conditions on U.S. public opinion, interpreting this as a factor 
which was encouraging opposition to the Pentagon's policies. 


On the 28th and 29th of August and on the Ist of September, RED 

STAR published articles which were more militant and criticai of 

tne United States than the general run of comment in the central 

press and radio media. The last one, an editorial, included a 

‘ statement on the goals of Soviet policy which expressed in classic 
terms the preference of the Soviet hawks: "The stronger our country 
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and {te armed forces become, the shorter will be the roads leading 
mankind toward lasting peace." The previous day, PRAVDA, in an 
artiele on the Soviet proposal in the United Nationg to ban 
weather warfare, had Included a similarly classic statement of 

the dove posLtion--Brezhnev's statement on 21 July at the Poligh 
Sjem that "{f you want peace, you must pursue a policy of peace 
and struggle for this policy." These contrasting formulas have 
cropped up repeatedly over the past year in a seemingly consistent 
pattern of internal polemics.

TASS REGRETS “INACCURACY” IN PRESIDENT’S REMARK ON USSR BASES 


President Ford's remark--in response to a question in his 28 August 
news conference about expansion of the U.S. military bare on Diepro 
Garcta--that the Soviet Unfon had three Indian Ocean bases drew 
Moscow's first criticism, albeit mild, of the President in a belated 
TASS commentary. The fnuitial TASS account of the news conference 
made no mention of the Indian Ocean Issue, although a fulacr PRAVDA 
report on 30 August did note that the President sald he supported 
the expansion (the President said "limited" expansfon) of the United 
States! Diego Garcia base. But where the President went on to add 
that he did not view this as any challenge to the Soviet Union, that 
the USSR already had three major naval operating bases in the Indian 
Ocean, and that this "particular construc’ ion [Dlepo Garcia] is, I 
think, a wise policy," PRAVDA said only that the President claimed 
that expansion of the base "would not complicate the situation in 
the area." PPAVDA also reported him as concluding that the base 
should not "lead to any spread of problems" in the “Middle East. 


On the 31st, TASS commencator Krasikov mildly chided the President for 

a "regrettable inaccuracy" in declaring that expansion of the U.S. 
military hase on Diego Garcia did not represent any challenge to the 
Soviet Union "which, as he said, already has three major naval operating 
bases" in the Indian Ocean. Krasikov carefully absolved che President 
himself of the error, declaring that he had been, "unfortunately, mis-— 
inrormed by his staff," as in reality "there are neither three nor even a 
single Soviet naval base" in the Indian Ocean. Moscow last winter, in 

a flurry of comment about the Diego Garcia issue, had denied that the 
Soviet Union was operating neval bases in the area and countercharged 
that the United States was planning to construct a chain cf bases to 
control the sea routes and intimidate the littoral nations.* 


Krasikov pointedly recallud "recent" testimony by CIA Director Colby 
before the Senate Armed Services Committee--testimony in a 11 July 
closed-door hearing, made public on 2 August--as reported in the New 
York TIMES on 3 August. Krasikov noted that Colby had described the 
Soviet military presen:e in the Indian Ocean "as a relatively small 
one"; the TIMES quoted Colby as saying small "and inactive." Krasikov

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also noted thut Colby had expressed the opinion that the final 
level. of Soviet forcen In the Indian Ocean "would depend on 
what forcea the United States alloted for that area." Summing 
up "Pentagon plans" for making Diego Garcia a "major U.S. naval 
base" in the Indian Ocean, Krasikov noted that these plang had 
met with "serLous objections" From the U.S. Congress and had 
triggered a wave of protests From countries in the Indfan Ocean. 


While the Krasikov TASS commentary was broadcast in English to 
the United States and Britain (Diego Garcia being a British 
possession), publicity for the commentary seemed asmed primarily 
at Asian audiences, with rebroadcasts in Indian lunguages as well 
as Indonestan, Burmese, Perstan and others. 


Soviet media apparently did not pick up a Defense Department spokes- 
man's statement subsequent te the President's remarks that listed 
the three Sovict bases as Berbera, Somalin; Umm Qasr, Iraq; and 
Aden, South Yemen. But a Moscow Arabic-language broadcast on 

4 September cited the IRAQI NEWS AGENCY (INA) as labeling "fabri- 
cations" U.S. Defense Department reports on the existence of a 
Soviet military base in Iraq. INA, Moscow radio said, declared 
that the Pentagon needed such weports to justify the establishment 
of a "big military base" in Diego Garcia and the presence of U.3. 
naval vessels in the Indian Ocean and the Gulf, and Iraq was 
"indignant" over the presence of military bases in the area.

HANOT MARKS DRV NATIONAL DAY; PHAM VAN DONG ADDRESSES MEETING 


Hanof marked the 2 September 29th anniversary of the founding of 
the DRV tn a traditional fashion on the Ist with a wreath-Laying 
ceremony at the cemetery of "Lallen heroes," a diplomatic 
reception, and an eventing rally whieh heard Premfer Pham Van Dong 
delfver his customary address, The usual display of top Lleader- 
ship at the rally ineluded--1n addition to Pham Van Dong--Politburo 
members Le Duan, Truong Chinh, Vo Nguyen Gfap, Nguyen Duy Trinh, 
and Le Thanh Nghi. Last year in a departure from normal practice, 
Defense Minister Glap was absent from the anniversary ceremonies, 
however, his attendance this year is consistert with his practice 
fn recent months of appearing in public at the time of major 
events ,* 


Of the Politburo members, Le Duc Tho has not attended a National 
Day rally since 1971, and Hoang Van Hoan since 1970. Neither 

Van Tien Dung not Tran Quoc Hoan has regularly attended the 
gathering, although Dung was present last year--presumably as a 
stand-in for Giap. Pham Hung's whereabouts remain unreported by 
the media, and his last public appearance was in September 1967. 
NFLSV Chairman Nguyen Huu Tho, who was in Hanoi during national 
day for the second consecutive year--this time on a stopover 
between visits to the DPRK and GDR--also participated in the major 
events of the day and spoke briefly at the rally. 


PHAM VAN DONG 4s last year, Pham Van Dong in his rally speech 

RALLY SPEECH divided his remarks between the DRV economy and 
the implementation of the peace agreement. While 

generally reviewing the level of recovery achieved by the various 

sectors of the economy, the premier's discussion of the DRV's many 

postwar domestic problems was cursory and for the most part did 

not include specific measures tu deal with them.

marking May Day and the 20th anniversary of the communist victory 

at Dien Bieh Phu. After appearing at a banquet on 28 May, he ' 
again cropped from sight until 28 August when he addressed a division 
of troops on the occasion of the rational anniversary. 
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Aside from expounding on the need to fulf£Lil the 1974 and 1975 
plane In anticlpatfon of next year's 45th anniversary of the 
party, 30th anniversary of the DRV's founding, and 85th 
anniversary of Ho Chi Minh's birth, long-range planning was other- 
wise tgynored in Dong's speech. This stood in contrast to his 
more distant look {nto the future presented in last year's 
speech that characterized the 1973-1975 period as a prelude to 
the "Long-term plan of 1976-1980." Vice Premier Le Thanh Nghi's 
4 February speech before the DRV National Assembly formally 
announced that the DRV's second five-year plan would take place 
from 1976 to 1980 and urged the study of a "1LO- to 15-year 
developmental plan."* Since Nghi's speech, Vietnamese communist 
propaganda has not elaborated on these planning goals and 

Pham Van Dong's failure to make even token mention of the 
five-year plan suggests uncertainty in the Hanoi hierarchy as 

to the direction their economy is to take, a year and a half 
after the signing of the cease-fire agreement, 


Uncertainty about future goals was also suggested by Pham Van 
Dong's failure to reiterate previously voiced North Vietnamese 
resolve to slow the growth of its population, While the premier 
did take tangential note of the North's "rapidly increasing 
population" in his discussion of problems invoived in commodity 
distribution, he did not follow through with any elaboration on 
the population problem us a whole. It would have been particularly 
appropriate for Dong to have pursued the population issue since 
Hanoi had just released, on 29 August, the results of the North's 
second general census, conducted on 1 April. A 30 August NHAN DAN 
editorial pegged to the census results confirmed the regime's 
intention, spelled out in leaders speeches earlier this year, of 
encouraging birth control and called for a reduction in the rate 
of growth from the present 2.9 percent to two percent and 
eventually to a "much smaller percentage." 


The premier, in his remarks on the situation regarding the peace 
agreement, reiterated standard complaints against the Saigon 
government and alleged U.S. intervention in the South and "massive" 
introduction of weapons and war materiel. Whereas last year Dong 
had echoed the exultant tone of Hanoi comment in the wake of the 
"victory" of the peace agreement, this year he offered a somber 
assessment, accusing the United States and Thieu of having 

“wrecked the peace" and "sabotaged" the agreement. He praised

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the southern fIpht ayatnat “nibbling, and pacification,” but did 
: repeat the more optimistle clatms about military achievements in 
the South which have appeared fn the propaganda dn recent days. 


Dong's traditional expression of thanks to the DRV's soctalist 
allies failed to fnelude the customary mention of the support 

and asstatance these nations had rendered and was diluted to an 
assertion of "warm sentiments and heartfelt and profeund gratitude 
to the peoples" of the Soviet Unton, China, and the soctalist 
countries. LikewlLse lacking to this year's address was any 
allusion to restoration of international unity in the communist 
movement=-an Issue that has been ralsed in his past national day 
talks, 


DONG AVOIDS, DRV COMMENT CONTINUES CALLS FOR THIEU’S OUSTER 


Pham Van Dong [n his anniversary address did not voice the revived 
line, reflected In scattered communist propaganda since 15 August, 
on an urban struggle in the South to "topple" Thieu and set up a 
new government to implement the peace agreement. Instead, Dong 
adhered to the formulation which had been standard since the peace 
agreement and reflects its spirit--that is, calling for a struggle 
against Thieu and "for peace, freedom, democracy, a better life, 
and national concord," instead of Thieu's ouster. The "topple 
Thieu" slogan was also absent from the NHAN DAN anniversary editorial, 
but it appeared in the editorial of 29 August and other propaganda 
and was voiced by PRG/NFLSV leader Nguyen Huu Tho on the same 
platform with Dong at the anniversary rally. 


Dong's failure to embrace the formulation on overthrowing Thieu 

and its continued appearance in the media may reflect unresolved 
differences in the North Vietnamese leadership regarding the 
situation in the South and the best course of action there. Since 
the peace agreement, only one of Hanoi's top leaders is known to have 
called attention to the ultimate objective of ousting Thieu. Second- 
ranking Politburo member Truong Chinh took an atypically strong line 
on the South in a 9 February speech--as reported by Hanoi radio-- 
welcoming the just-concluded session of the National Assembly. 

While routinely endorsing the "immediate tasks" of economic 
reconstruction, Truong Chinh went on to stress that "we must not 
forget that the puppet administration has not been toppled after 
the U.S. withdrawal" and to recall that Ho Chi Minh had "urged our 
people to 'fight until all Americans are ousted and the puppets 
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are toppled.'"* Truong Chinh dtd not go on, an recent 
propaganda haa, to fdentify Thieu'n overthrow an a goal of 
the current atrupgle dn the South, 


ther Polfttburo member, Hanot'n top economic planner Le Thanh 
byol, neemed Co be representing concerns ato vartance with Truong 
Chinh'a fnoan artfele fn the 14 March NHAN DAN, broadcant by anol 
radgo. Nphf warned that "we should not be bent on maintaining 
vigtlance and making preparations for war, and thus become 
unateady and undecided in mobflfaing all forcen and latent 
capabflittes to intenafively perform the tank of economic restora- 
Cfon and development with the afm of achfeving soctalist Industrial d- 
zation.” 


PRESS, RADIO A 29 Augunt NHAN DAN edfitorfal went beyond previous 
COMMALNT recent Hanof propaganda to offer the evaluation that 

"conditions are ripe" fn urban areas “for the 
development of a large and broad magn strugyle movement to oppose 
the Untted States and topple Thieu." The edfitorfal maintained that 
the Safpon povernment is plagued by acute internal disputes and 
“nerfous contradictions" of an "explosive character," 


The editortal's appraisal of the mfiiftary outlook in the South was 
marked by aimflar optimism, 72 portrayed a "new situation" in 
which the ARVN “has reduced fin large-scale operations while 
abandoning many trolated positions, shrinking back in an attempt 
to avoid losses and reorganize its defense system," The communist 
forces, according to the editorfal, are in a "new stance" with a 
"good postition to continuously attack and win victories." 
Repeating a claim made occastonally by Hanoi media since last 
March, the editorial maintained that the communists--in the Mekong 
Delta and the central Truong Bo plains--have recovered "almost 

all the areas which the enemy has {illegally occupled since 

28 January 1973" and "in some arcas" even improved the "position 
and strength of tue revolution" in comparison with the situation 
when the pence agreement was signed.** 


An unattributed "article" broadcast by Hanoi in Vietnamese on 
1 September repeated the formulation on toppling Thieu and forming 
a new government and was even more confident than the NHAN DAN

In the past year a 
partieuiarly ponttive appraisal of the balance of forces wasn 
offered by Defense Minister Glap tn a 7 May televiston talk which 
echoed the Chten Thang view that. the "posture and forces" of the 
revolution were "much strenger" than Satpon's “ag far as the entire 
country fs concerned," 


The North's relationship to the struggle tn South Vietnam was 
addressed tn exhortatery terma at the coneluaton of the 1 September 
article broadcast by Hanof. The radio affirmed that “revolution 
means offensive" and vowed: 


In thfs autumn of revolution, the entire North, 
encouraged by new developments of the southern 
revolutfon and overwhelmed by enchustasm and 
pride, pledges to wholeheartedly assist the 
South in attaining £08 ultimate goals. 


PEKING COMMENT ON DRV ANNIVERSARY SUGGESTS INCREASED SUPPORT 


Peking this year marked the DR Natfonal Day {n much the same 
fashion as tn 1973, but clements in the behavior and content of 
the medfa may reflect somewhat Breater support for the Vietnamese, 
Thus, while last year the Chtnese leaders' message was publicized

The usual anniversary edfitorfal fn PEOPLE'S DATLY alno uned 
Language which went further fn supporting cemmuniat military actfon 
{in South Vietnam. Thus, the edftorfal Jauded the South Vietnamese 
“"neople'ta" efforta to "hit back in strength” againat Salgon attacks, 
Previounly, Peking had been more cautlous In endorsing communist 
attacks. A 21 November 1973 jofnt communique marking the visit of 
PRG/NFLSV Leader Nguyen Huu The did affirm that the South 
Vietnamese were entitled to take "all resolute meanurena" -- 

language more rentrained than the current edftorfal. Peking 
notably avotded exprensfion of uupport for counterattacks Ln comment 
marking the PRG's Sth anniversary thiu June. Conafatent with 
Peking's Ifne [In the past vear, the edftorfal charged the GVN with 
violating the peace agreement "wlth the support of the United 
Staten." At the time of the anniversary last year, Peking was 
avoiding criticism of either the United States or Salgon, 


Though Peking followed last year's practice in avoiding offers of 
asatstance while pledging support and solidarity with its allies, 
the Chinese took more care to stress the ideological basis of 
Si{no-Vietnamese relations and to underline Peking’s internationalist 
duty to back the Vietnamese. Laat year the leaders’ message and 
editorial made no reference to Marxism-Leninism, and only the 
editorfal once mentioned Peking's "proletarfan internationalist 
duty"; this year both the message and editortal stressed that 
Sino-Vietnamese relations were founded on "Marxism-Leninism and 
proletarian internationalism’ and that China would resolutely 
perform {ts "proletarfan internatfonalfst duties." 


The DRV ambassador's anniversary reception was attended by 

Li Haten-nien and Hua Kuo-feng; two CCP Politburo membera--Yeh 
Chien-ying and Teng Ystao-ping--had similarly attended last year, 
NCNA once again reported toasts, rather than apeeches, by the 
Chinese foretgn minister and DPV ambassador at the conclave.  NCNA 
coverage of anniversary receptions in Peking disclosed that DRV Vice 
Fore{yn Trade Minister Ly Ban, Vice Minister of National Defense 
Tran Sam, and Vice Chairman of the State Planning Commission Nguyen 
Van Blen are presently in Peking.

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PEKING STRONGLY CONDEMNS INDIA'S “ANNEXATION” OF SIKKIM 


A 3 September PEOPLE'S DATLY Conmentator artiele han made) the 
sharpest Chinese crfitietam of India in recent yearn, condemning 
the Gandhi government's recent moven to tighten Indian control 
over Sikkim and warning of wider tndftan ambtittons fm South Agta, 
The arthele was prompted by the Indfan government 'n 29 Aupunt 
proposal for a conntitutfhonat amendment plying Saldetin reprenentat fon 
fn the Indian parliament and a atatua afmilar to that oof an Indtan 
state. A PEOPLE'S DAILY Commentator art tele in July had voleed 
mitder ccrfitfiedam of Tndtan ambttflenas fn repard to Sikkim, 
sottpedaling crftietsm of Mra. Gandhi and avotding explfiec tt con- 
demnation of Indflan acttonn. 


Denouncing the proposed amendment as a"? lagrant act of colontalisst 
expangton™ and a "grave lnefdent," Commentator alleped that reducing 
Sikkim to an Indian colony wan merely part oof India's longatanding 
design to become a “aub-superpower" and ¢o "lord {t over South Agta." 
Making a rare reference to past Indfan territortal apgrandizement 
fostered by Nehru, the article went on to accuse the present Gandhi 
regime of potng even further along the expansionist road, citing 
particularly fits role in dismemberfog Pakistan and tts use of 
India's recent successful atomtc test to engage in “nuctear black- 
matt." Tt also made the first Chinese reference to an al leped 
Indian government scheme to establish a Rroup of South Ac ftan 
countries "with fteelf an the overlord." 


Peking typfeoally charged an alleped suppertive Soviet role behind 
India's moves, asserting that Moscow's backing for tocreased 
Indfan control over Sikkim han bared tts position as “protector 

of Indian expanstonfists." Peking saw the current ceeperat fon 
between the two states as "the main cause" of fostabilatyw fn South 
Astacand "a serfous threat" to other south Aslan states, 


The Chinese accompanted their attack with several NCNA replays of 
South Asfan comment-~ineluding some from Indfa--certtical of New 
Dethi's stance toward Sikkim. Peking at the same time has portrayed 
favorably its own relations with amaller South Asian ftates. On 

28 August, NCNA responded favorably to Nepal's efforte since May 

to disarm anti-PRC Tibetan refugees residing {in Nepal The report 
noted that the rebels had {inf f{lerated into Nepal following thetr 
retreat with the Dalat Lama into India {tn the wake ef the 1959 
Tibetan uprising and that they had received foreign afd 
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from unapectfifed "rich and powerful countries." Tt pradaed 

Nepal's efforts to dfaarm the Tibetann and thereby tnoure Nepalene 
Internal necurtty and elimingte a aensitive frritant in Stno- 
Nopalese relattona. And NCNA on 29 August reported that the

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BREZHNEV PROTEGE URGES STRONGER PARTY ROLE IN ECONOMY 


The clearest: indteatton yet oof what Brezhnev may have had tn 
mind by nia December 1974 CRSU plenum call fora “party atyle! 
Ino econombe leadership hag been provided by Dnepropetrovak Flrnt 
secretary AGM. Vatehenke fooan Aupunt KOMMUN EST URRATNY Journal 
artfele. The prescript fon, according to Vatchenko, fa oa more 
active party rote at all level of economfe dee taton-mak ing 


and--fmpltettiy, at leant--a correnponding delimitat fon of the 
Independent authority of economle adminiatratora. Although calda 
for dnereased party activism dn the economy have been made before, 
Vatchenko's arttebe attracts attentfon because it da unusual ly 
assertive and one-nfded fo fte presentatton (it fafla, for example, 
te dnedude the standard caveat that party of ffetalna ahould be 
careful not to take over the funet dons of eeonomle ddminintratorn), 
and because fts author fs clearly a member of Brezhnev's entourage. 


Breghnev'a own worda on the “party atyle! of economfe admininatrat fon 
at the December plenum left much te be explained, Warning against 

a "narrow economfe™ or even “tCechnocrat de" approach te economte 
administratton, he called fora “party approach dn all spheres of 
economfe activity." We declared that the party's economle poltey 
reated on “two pillars" =-improvement: of economfe leadership by 
Placing dt on a sefentdfte and party basis and mobilizatdon of 

the masses, In his 14 June election speech he added that a 

“party style" involves fighting bureaucrat fam and narrow-depart=

economio matters, and some displacement of economfe administrators 
by party oft fictals appeared te have taken place. While there has 
been no sign as yet that a oeimilar development han emerged from 
fast year's plenum, the Vatchenko artfele serves netfee that 
pressures for expanding the party role fin this sphere remain 
active. 
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VATCHENKO ARETCHL Vatchenko'’s article, entitled "Party Styles 

For ALL Linkna of Admfintintrat ton," efted 
Breghbnev's December atatementa about anserting a “party atyle" 
and “party ayproach” toatl economte activity and hin June atate- 
ment about asserting a “party atyle™ in the work of state orpanna, 
He then procecded Co outline am inereaned role for the party, 
presenting thin an the key to progrenn. He called the party'as 
experfence in leading the economy “one of the mont effective 
factorna for further epeeding of economte progrean” and declared 
that “fntroduction of a party atyle fn all echelons of economic 
activity createn the fundamental bagi for fmproving the uyatem 
of adminintradcton.” 


He called on party otyana to teaca economic leaders to “combine 
one-man leadership with colleplality." Cttding a lagging plant fn 
his oblant, be agnerted that the plant had fatiled fts plan prec finely 
because the director "did not rely on the party organization and 
ceased to consider the collectivets opfinfon.™ In contrast, he 

held up ania model a plant director who "does not overpower his 
subordinates with his authority," fe “net agshamed'™ to learn from 
others, "relfeg on the party organization,” and "conntdera collective 
opinion.” Thug, one-man leadership fs combined with collegtality, 
and this, according to Vatchenke, "displays party natyle din the work 
of an economle leader." 


Other points: made by Vatcheake have a similar thrust. He rataed 
the need for tnereased party checking on economfe of ftefalr, who 
he neted are sometimen guilty of fraud, waste and other abuses. 

He recalled that since the 24th CPSU Congress, the number of 

party organizations which pusnessed the ripht to check economic 
activities “has sfpnitfeant ly increased." He pratned the practice 
of appofoting party of ffefalds to economfe leadership posta where 
they can dntroduce “the best features of party style" into economic 
work, hoeting that the December plenum had posed the task of 
improving the orpantzational structure of economic administratfLon, 
Vatchenko described the extensive changes fn econemie organizat fon 
which had taken place fn his oblast--the reorganization of Crusts 
and enterprises {nto combines and assoclat fons, and the consol tdation 
eft hundreds of workshopa and other units. He proudly declared 

that by these measures his oblast had cut administrative personne] 
by 9,000. 


While Vatchenko by no means denfed the need for introducing new 
methods--computers, aclentiftfc forecarts, soclolopical data, etc.-che 
made it clear that the party itself should closely control the 
process of modernization. In addition, he declared that "no matter 
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how great are the achfevementnsa of the acfent (fi le-technolop fea 
revolutton,” ff fa "not the machine, but oman" whteh tn decinaftve, 
and the party han reaponnthtl et yfor trafntop economfe leaderrn 
and controlling cadren. 


DECEMBER 1969 PLENUM In some respects, the current ndtuat fon 
reaemblen the cfrcumnatancen following the 
December 1869 plenum. At that) plenum, according Co subsequent 
articles and edfttorftala, Breshnev had neverely crftdedzed Gosplan 
and the central economfe admintatraters fer the poor showlnp of 
the cconomy. The name sourced fndteated that Breshnev punhed 
for Inerenanged party fotervent fon an oa meann of renedy top the 
aituation. Some part tal conffimatton of thene tndteat Pon warn 
provided by Brezhnev himself at the 24th CPsu Conprens tn 197d, 
where he recalled with evident approval that the December [90a 
plenum had apeeft ted that quent fons of adminiatratfion do not 
Involve just oa “narrow efrele of leadern and npectalfatu, but 
all party, soviet and economte organtcat bons” and Chat "tmprove- 
ment of administratton fa an important tnherent part’ of the 
party's leadership of the economy. 


Following the December 1969 plenum, an early 1970 Central Comnfttee 
decree ordered party committees of mintatrfies to take ao more active 
role fn running their mintatrfer and to act. as the Central Committee "a 
agents. Attacks on mintinterial Indiscipbine, bureaucrat tem and 

waate were accompanied by a campatgn Co cut unnecessary admingatrative 


personne? and abolish unnecessary admintstrat {ve links, which by 
Aprfl 1970 had cifminated 133,000 administrative posttions fn the 
RSFSR alone, Party of ffefals were tatreduced fnte high povernment 
pon ttfonn, such as the case of obkem Beeretary T,1, Sobkoloy he- 
coming first deputy chairman of Gorplan, The tnereased party 
Involvement wan symbol] feally capped fn mid-1970, when dreshnev 
himpelt! addressed Kosypin's Coane tl) of Hinisters--the only time 
Brezhnev has ever so tormaily intruded fn Kosygin's sphere. 


DEEPROPE TROVSK CLIQUE Breshouev!s Phepropetrovek colleagues 

have been playing a prominent role fn 
promoting this "party style" theme. Although Brezhnev ts December 
plenum statements implying a preater party role in econemte administra 
fon have not caught on widely, two leading organs of the Ukratnfan 
Central Committee--whose first secretary fs former Dnepropet rovak 
leader Shecherbitskiy--have recently picked up the themes enthusfastically

SHIFT Or SOME GOSPLAN POWERS TO MINISTRIES UNDER CONSIDERATION 


Organizational changes atfecting the relative powers and respective 
functions of Gosplan and the USSR ministries were among the issues 
discussed at the December 1973 CPSU plenum, Judging by two recent 
articles by Cop government of ffcfala.  Gosplan Deputy Chairman

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A.V, Bachurin, writing in the 26 Augunat fanne of ECONOMIC GAZETTE, 
Indfcated that the Plenum had recommended the trannafer of nome 
Genplan powers to the mintntrten, Mernwhtle, apparent ly encotraped 
by the att ttuden exprenned ato the plenum, reform-minded Minfater

Although both of ffedala ratned the nub fect of transferring powers 
to minintrfes, Bachurfn argucd that important disapreementy munat be 
resolved before thin ean be done. Rudnev complained of dup] feat ton 
in planning by mintatrfern and planning organs and declared that 
there wan an urgent need to deefde the questfhon of expanding the 
riphts of mintatrfens, espectally in planning and admingistratyon,. 
Bachurin, noting the discusnfon ato the December plenum, cone luded 
that "apparently" some of the funetionn of his organization can 

be Crangsterred to branch mintstries, However, he added that 
"ratning the role of minfatries and expanding Chef r independence" 
depend on resolution of other questions, espectally the matter of 
transierring mingeatries to oa product fon agsec tation structure, 

He polluted out that the mintatrios have been alow in fulfflling 

the March 1973 decree ordering establishment of product fon 
assoctatfions, and that there was sOf1] widespread disagreement as 
to whether a ministry should be regarded primarily an oan administrative 
OTRaN OY an cconemic organ.  Bachurdn stated that he personal ly 
favored keeping minfstrles basteally administrative. 


Rudnev, a pfloneer = in establishtng cost-account ing production 
astoctattons, took the oppos tte Viewpofnt in his article, strongly 
urging that minfetrden be made econonticatiy responsible, just Like 
enterprises and production assoc tat fons. Rudnev thus poes beyond 
the 1973 decision to replace ministrfes' main administrations with 
productfon associations, transferring the ministries! subdivistons 
to operation on principles of economic Incentive and leaving only 
the top level of the ministry ag an administrative organ.

SLOVAK UPRISING ANNIVERSARY: Routine exp ressfons of Soviet- 
Czechoslovak solfdarity marked the observance of the 30th anniver- 
sary of the Slovak Natfonal Uprising at Banska Bystrica on 

29 August, The level of Soviet representation, Politburo member 
Grechko, was lower than at the previous decennial in August 1964, 
when Khrushchev headed the Soviet delegation to the 20th anniver- 
sary. Mazurov, alse a CPSU Politburo member, headed the Soviet 
delegation at the 25th anniversary {n 1969, As In 1969, anti-Pecking 
polemics were avotded; {fn 1964 Khrushchev had attacked the Chinese 
"splitters." Both Greehko and Husak dm their Banska Bystrica 
speeches praised Brezhnev personally for his contribution to detente, 
although Husak's anniversary article fn PRAVDA on the 28th did not 
mention Brezhnev. There was no mention of a new world party 
conference by Grechko or Husak, who confined themselves to calls 

for communist unity. Muted references by the two princtpals to 
"difficulties" experlenced by Czechoslovakia in the recent past

TASS obuerver 
Goncharay on the 2d, for example, without minimizing the complex 
nature of the “comparatively small number" of outatanding, Paauen, 
suppented Chat the compromine ayreementnsa reached on both 
humantitarftan and mflitary observer tanuen prior to the 26 July 
recent should provide an impetus ta the current sesston,  lowever, 
PAVESTIYA foretpyn affairs editor Griporyanta on the Jat suggested 
fome concern that CSCE might be delayed by developmenta fn the

CHINESE LEADERSHIP? Wang Hung-wen, one of the five vice chairmen 

of the CCP, appears to be taking on heavier party responsibilit fes 
an old age and poor health continue to curtafl the activities 

of the CCP's top leaders, Of the five party vice chalrmen, only 
Wang has appeared publicly since the annual Army Day anniversary 

eve reception on 3L July. Recently, for example, Wang headed the 
list of leaders at both the departure and return afrport 

ceremonies for a high-level Chinese party and government delepation 
to Romanta, a role that normally would have been played by Chou 
En-lat, who has not made any public appearances since 31 July. 

Chou's faflure to appear with the President of Togo during the 
latter's visit to Peking from 2-5 September marked the first time 
that Chou has not met a visiting chief of state. In his 2 September 
banquet speech in Peking, President Edavema wished Chou "a quick 
recovery,” Kang Sheng has not appeared since the party congress last 
year and apparently has serfous health problems. The usually active 
Yeh Chien-ying has not appeared publicly for nearly five weeks. There 
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In no fndfeattion that Yeh, a atrong supporter of Chou's moderate 
polfefes, da in any politteal trouble, He was named by NCNA

CHINESE MILUJA! Throughout the campatyn to eritteize Lin PLao 
and Confuctus, urban militia units have been reorgantzed and 

uned by the varty to maintain soclal order in the cities, Judging 
by a 3 September Stining broadcast, a new drive is underway, at 
least in Vstoghal, atmed at extending miiftia reforms to the 
more remote rural areas, The broadcast revealed that selected 
militia unfts fn oa rural county were recently reorganized and 
that plans are being made to bulld up the militia tn pastoral 
areas in the coming winter-spring perfod, Like thelr urban 
counterparts, rural militia unlts apparently are being, given 

the means to firmly deal with social disorders should they occur. 
Tainghal milf{tla authorities paid "spectal attention" to 
reorganizing and consolidating, "the armed backbone militia." 


SPANISH SAHARA: Moscow's meaper attention to Morocco's campaign 

to "recover [ts territories" of Spanish Sahara has avoided acknowl- 
edging Rabat's claims and presented the {ssue simply as an anti- 
colonialist struggle variously waged by Morocco, "North African 
peoples" and by the "indigenous population," Soviet media, in 
terse reports on the 27-29 August visit of Moroccan Foreign 
Minister Laraki to Moscow, did not mention that his talks with 
Mazurov and Ilichev "centered in particular" on the Spanish 

Sahara iesue, as Rabat radio sald on the 29th, A Mescow radio 
review of Maghreb events, broadcast in Arabic on the 21st, blandly 
noted Morocco's "decisive actions" to liquidate the "foreign 
colonial presence in the so-called Spanish Sahara" and reported 
King Hassan as declaring that Morocco preferred a peaceful course 
"to Liberate" all regions still under the colonial yoke but 
reserved the right to "other means and methods" if Spain did not 
respond. ‘The broadcast observed that the "climination of Spanish 
colonialism" demanded by all sections of Moroccan public opinion 
was "quite reasonable." A broadcast in English to Africa on the 
22d, however, did not even mention Morocco in commenting on Spain's 
announced decision to hold a referendum next year on self-determination 
in “western Sahara." The broadcast said it was too early to predict 
what might happen, but that a new stage in the struggle of the 
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"tndipenous popudation" was developing. And a French-language 
broadeant to the Maghreb on 28 August depicted "the people of 
Moroceo and other North Afrtean countries" as waging a fight for 
decolon{zation of Spanish Sahara against colonlaliatsa and 
imperLalist monopolLes attempting, to maintain control over the 
area's phosphate resources. 


PRC-AFRICA: Peking, has Lauded the 26 August agreement on 
Portuguese recognition of the Republic of Guinea Bissau and the 
withdrawal of Lisbon's armed forces as proof of ite longstanding 
position that continuing armed struggle is the best means for the 
complete Liberation of Portuguese Africa. A 4 September Chou 
En~lai congratulatory message--echolng a PEOPLE'S DALLY editorial 
and remarks by Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping on the 2d--said that 
Guinea Bigsau's success is the result of “the protracted armed 
struggle in which the heroic people of Guinea-Bissau have 
persevered," NCNA on 28 August praised the 26 August accord as 

"a new victory under new circumstances" but carefully admonished 
that only by relying on armed struggle had the Africans managed 

to overcome alleged military and political maneuvers by the new 
Lisbon government to impose a settlement short of total 
independence. Though not mentioning Moscow by name, NCNA 
criticized the Soviet stance favoring a cease-fire and a negotiated 
solution and Moscow's cautious optimism about Portugal's intentions, 
stating that Guinea Bissau's achievement "is by no means a ‘gift’ 


from the colonialists nor is it a product of "peaceful transition."
